Hensob, who was wounded in the temple The 
ruffians then threatened to enter the house, take Brother Henson out and kill 
him, but this threat they failed to put inte execution, us none of them seemed 
particularly anxious to be the first to go inside, They, however, ordered him 
to leave the country within five days from date on pain of death, Brother 
Henson remarks in his letter that he did not want to be degraded by falling 
“into the hands of such a low-lived, blackguardly and bloodthirsty crowd, 80 
on the 17th of August he left his home and family, from whom he was thus 
" pitilessly driven, and went to Arkansas He yot a friend named Bethel to 
go and assist the family to wind up business, so that they might move to 
where he had gone, but this person was us hedged up in his operations on every 
side by the anti-“ Mormon” fanaties. 

„ "Mien the wife of the fugitive, Mrs. Jane Henson, on the 10th of last Sép- 
tember, got a note from the mobocrats, commanding her to leave within ten 
days, with the alternative, if she did not comply with this decrée, of having 
her house burned down with herself in the flames.

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PRESIDEN T CLEVELAN DS. IN AUGURAL ADDRESS, 
—0— 
THE inaugural address dotiveded: by Grover Cleveland on his accession to the 
Presidency of the United States, contains many excellent suggestions, and 
shows that the new Chief. Magistrate of the American people is a man of 
liberal thought and conservative policy. The point in his address which is 
of chief interest to the Latter-day Saints is that which touches on the polyg- 
amy question. It has been customary for. several years to inject into Presi- 
dential messages some virulent anti-“ Mormon” material that would be likely 
to coincide with popular sentiment inflamed by. sectarian misrepresentations. 
The message of President Cleveland was looked for with some anxiety by 
the Saints, particularly in Utah, as an indication of his probable attitude in 
relation to them. The organized raid upou them has made them particularly 
sensitive, at this juncture, us to the utterances of the National Executive, 
for they knew that any strong expression which the new President might 
utter, would be taken by their enemies as an patie to — un- 
. hallowed, illegal and pruscriptive proceedings. 
From the report of the message published in the English papers, it appears 
that the only reference to the Utah question which it contained waa the 
following: The conscience of the people demands * * that polygamy, 
destructive of family relations and offensive to the moral sense of the civilized 
world, shall be repressed.” Not a word about the exercise of force, no excuse 
offered for violence either physical or judicial, no plaudits for the nder 
who are bent on destroying the people whom they cannot convert.

“exertion shonld be made to gather with the Saints as soon as practicable, we

Previous to che — 1 your I por given out an 1
